PREVIOUS to the year 1842, all Paints were made by- 
grinding the Pigments with Linseed Oil into a heavy 
Paste. In this Paste Form it was sold to the User, to 
be made into Paint by thinning down with additional Oil, 
Dryers, etc., and mixed by hand until it was supposed to be 
of proper consistency; the tinting color was then added 
and stirred in by hand — a slow, tedious and expensive 
operation — and the results invariably unsatisfactory, 
owing primarily to the fact that it is impossible to 
combine White Lead, or other Pigment, with 
Linseed Oil by Hand-Mixing. See Page 19. 

The best that can be done by hand-mixing is to 
temporarily suspend the particles of Pigment through 
the Oil. When the stirring stops, the Pigment falls or 
settles to the bottom, proving conclusively that the 
particles of Pigment have been merely mingled 
through the Oil, but not combined with it. 

These imperfect hand-mixtures, which will not hold 
together while being prepared, soon disintegrate when 
exposed to the action of the elements, and are therefore 
of little value for Outside Painting, as we shall more 
fully explain in our article, "Why White Lead Chalks." 

Beside the high cost and lack of durability of Hand' 
Mixed Paints, there are other vital objections. For 
instance, as the Oil and Coloring Matter are added by 
guess-work, uniform results in consistency, 
covering capacity, or color are impossible. 
Houses painted with Hand-Mixed Paints generally 
look uneven and blotchy. 

It seems to us almost an insult to the intelligence of the 
American Property Owner that we are not writing of 
these crude, imperfect, Hand-Mixed Paints in the past 
tense, as of something long since obsolete. 
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What would we think of a man who continued to use 
the Candle Light of our forefathers, with its faint, 
flickering light, in preference to the infinitely better and 
cheaper light of our present day, — oil lamps, gas and 
electricity? Yet, strange as it may seem, there are many 
who still use the imperfect Hand'Mixed Paint, in 
preference to a perfectly combined Ready-Mixed Paint. 

The Science and Art of Paint Making have advanced 
just as much as the Science and Art of Light Making. 
A Paint, scientifically prepared on exact formulas, the 
Pigments and Oil thoroughly united by steam-mixing and 
grinding as in Ingersoll Paint, is as much superior 
to the old fashioned Hand-Mixed Paint as the 
Blectric Light is superior to the old fashioned 
Candle Light. 

It will be seen from the above that previous to 1842 
Hand-Mixed Paints were the only Paints used in this 
Country. In 1842, Ingersoll Paints, the first Ready- 
Mixed Paints made, were put on the Market, so that 
the customer could purchase a paint of any desired 
color, in any quantity, ready-mixed for immediate use. 

Ingersoll Paints, being made on exact formulas, 
from the Best Materials, properly combined by 
machinery, proved from three to four times 
more durable and color-lasting than Hand-Mixed 
Paints. The Manufacturer, purchasing his Materials at 
Wholesale in large quantities, was able to sell the 
Ingersoll Paints at a price lower than cost of 
ingredients for making Imperfect Hand-Mixed Paints. 

Owing to their lower cost and superior 
durability, the use of Ingersoll Paints very soon 
superseded the Imperfect Hand-Mixed Paint. Other 
Mixed-Paint Factories were started from time to time, 
but it was not until the year 1870 that any great 
number of them came into existence. 

At first, Ingersoll Paints were sold through 
Traveling Salesmen to Jobbers and Local Storekeepers 
who, in turn, "Retailed" them to Consumers. 
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It soon became evident, however, that the Middle- 
men were taking advantage of the great demand 
for Ready-Mixed Paints by exacting an exorbitant profit. 
This extortion put the Retail Price of Ready-Mixed 
Paints so unreasonably high that, to a certain extent, 
people were forced to use the old Hand-Mixed Paints. 

For these reasons, the Manufacturer of Ingersoll 
Paints decided to ELIMINATE Middlemen 
entirely, and to sell Direct from the Factory to 
the User, at Factory Prices. 

With the Co-operation and Endorsement of the 
National Grange, P. of H., representing hundreds of 
thousands of Members in every State, the Patrons' 
Paint Works was organised in 1874, with two 
primary objects in view : — 

First. — To manufacture the Ingersoll Paints, which 
had then (1874) been in use 32 years, and 
proved themselves to be the Most Durable 
and Economical Paints. 
Second. — To sell these Paints "Direct from the Factory 
to the User" at Factory Prices, eliminate 
the Middleman and his Profit, and give the 
Customer the saving made. 
By cutting out the Middlemen's Profits and Expenses, 
the cost of Ingersoll Paint to Consumers was at 
once greatly lowered from Dealers' Prices. 

When Local Storekeepers and Jobbers throughout the 
Country realized the fact that the individual Property 
Owner could purchase his Paint "Direct from the 
Maker" at the Factory Price, they rightly concluded 
that their Retail Paint Business, with its enormous 
Profits, would soon be a thing of the past, unless they 
could get some kind of Paint which could be 
profitably Retailed for the same money charged 
by the Manufacturer selling Direct to Consumers. 

Knowing that Dealers would handle only 
Paint on which they could make a good profit 
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other manufacturers were forced to very much cheapen 
the quality of their paints, in order to provide for 
Middlemen's profits. 

Of course these cheap mixtures could not prove 
satisfactory to anyone excepting the Middlemen who 
were making good profits. 

We are confident that your experience will verify the 
fact that the "cheap" Mixed Paints sold by Dealers, 
Supply Houses and Jobbers are seldom if ever 
satisfactory. 

In a following article, entitled "The Retail System," 
Page 10, we give facts and figures to show that the 
"Tax of the Middlemen's Profits" is the Biggest Tax 
You Pay and an unnecessary Waste of Money. 

In closing this little history of "Paint Making in 
America," we wish to state that Ingersoll Paints, 
which have now been on the Market for over 84 years, 
are sold "Direct" from the Factory to you, 
at "Factory Prices." The entire co£ts and 
expenses of the Retail System are eliminated, 
and we can consequently offer you the Best Paint at a 
lower price than Storekeepers and Dealers must ask 
for "low grade" Paints.

The Retail System 

WHAT IT COSTS YOU 

In speaking of the "Retail System" we refer to that 
method of doing business by which Paint is brought 
from Factory to Consumer through a long chain of 
Middlemen as represented by the Wholesale Dealer, 
Jobber, Supply House, Local Dealer and Storekeeper, 
who are not manufacturers, but simply handle 
the Paint they sell for profit. 

The "Retail System" works out like this: — 

First: — The Manufacturer, who sells his Paint 
through Middlemen on long credits, must add to his 
Factory Price enough to cover his costs for Traveling 
Salesmen — their salaries and expenses — interest on 
extended credits and his loss by bad debts. 

Second: — The Wholesale Dealer or Jobber in 
turn adds to the price he paid the Manufacturer an 
amount amply sufficient to cover his Profits and also 
Expenses for Salesmen, Clerks, Rent and Handling 
Costs, and includes all in his price to Local Dealers and 
Storekeepers. So profit is added on profit, cost 
on cost, and the price grows. 

Third : — The Storekeeper now gets the Paint and, 
as he handles it in comparatively small quantities, he 
demands a larger percentage of profit, and so adds to 
the price he paid the Wholesale Dealer a good big 
profit for himself and enough more to fully cover 
his store expenses, freight and other charges. 

Fourth: — At this inflated price the Paint is 
sold to the Consumer, who pays, in addition to 
the Factory Price of the Paint, all these accumulated 
Profits and Expenses for which he receives no 
return in Paint Value. 

So you see, the "Retail System" is very profitable 
to the Middlemen but unfortunately compels the 
Consumer to pay double the value for his Paint. 
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Some Dealers will tell you they buy direct from the 
Manufacturer. This may be true, but they do not 
get the same favorable terms the Manufacturer gives 
the Wholesale Dealer, so the price is not lowered 
to the Consumer.

I think we have proved that Middlemen are an 
unnecessary expense in the Paint business; that 
the Jobber, Local Dealer, Supply Houses and all classes 
of Middlemen are not in business for pleasure, nor as 
a matter of philanthropy, but solely for profit; 
that they will not handle any article of merchandise 
on which they do not make a good profit; that the 
Consumer, purchasing from them, must pay not 
only the full value for his Paint, but must pay in 
addition their Profits and Expenses, which are 
always included in the Retail Price. 

We believe that The Grange is absolutely right 
when it says in its Declaration of Purposes "We must 
dispense with the surplus of Middlemen. * * We do not 
need them. * * Their exactions diminish our Profits."

On top of the large amount of money wasted by- 
Consumers in Middlemen's Profits, as shown in previous 
article, there has lately been devised a New Plan to 
further increase the cost of paint to Consumers. 
We refer to the so-called "Easy Payment Plan," by 
which the Customer pays approximately 10 per cent 
over and above regular retail prices for the privilege 
of buying his Paint with a small initial payment and the 
balance extended over three months or more. 

If we stop to dissect this plan, we find that 10 per 
cent for three months is in reality at the rate of 40 
per cent per annum oh the deferred payments. 

We would think a man crazy, or at least in need of a 
guardian, who borrowed money at the rate of 40 per 
cent, and yet this is exactly what people are doing in 
buying under the so-called "Easy Payment Plan." 

I might suggest, if you want Paint and the money can 
not be conveniently spared at present, it would be far 
cheaper to borrow money from your Bank at the rate 
of 6 per cent per annum and buy your Paint for 
cash, rather than pay the extortionate 40 per cent 
per annum rate under the so-called "Easy Payment 
Plan." This would be particularly true if you purchased 
Ingersoll Paint Direct from our Factory at Factory 
Prices and also saved all Middlemen's Profits. 

We believe this so-called "Easy Payment Plan" is 
in fact a very dangerous form of inflation and the most 
expensive way to buy Paint.

Directions for Applying Paint 



BEFORE painting buildings, remove all loose scales, 
dust and dirt, which can be done with scraping-knife, 
wire brush and duster. 

Cover all knots and sappy spots with shellac. 

Never apply paint during extremely cold weather nor 
on a damp surface, because frost and moisture locked 
in the wood will later cause paint to peel. Begin work 
on the sunny side of the house and follow the sun around 
the building. 

For durable results, use a ready-mixed paint of 
established reputation, whose ingredients are ground 
and mixed thoroughly by machinery in correct proportion 
to an even consistency impossible to obtain by 
hand-mixing. 

Priming Coat — New work or dried out surfaces should 
be primed before being painted. This thin coat, made 
by adding one-half gallon Raw Linseed Oil to each 
gallon of Paint, will penetrate the wood, thoroughly 
fill the pores, and make a firm foundation for the two 
coats to follow. A very small percentage of Pure 
Gum Turpentine can sometimes be added to advantage. 

On all repainting jobs where the wood is in fair 
condition, two coats will give good results. For the 
first coat add one quart Pure Raw Linseed Oil to each 
gallon of Paint, and for the second coat apply the Paint 
just as you receive it from the factory. 

Do not add cheap materials or thinners to make the 
Paint work easily. They destroy the life of the oil 
and consequently impair the durability of the Paint. 

Give the Paint sufficient time to dry hard between 
coats. 

After first coat is applied, putty all cracks and nail 
holes with good Linseed Oil putty. 
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Using a clean brush, lay the Paint on with the grain 
of the wood, brush into the surface cross-grain, and 
finish with the grain, rubbing out only sufficiently to 
give a smooth even coating. 

Brick surfaces, same directions as above, excepting 
add fifty per cent more Linseed Oil for thinning. 

Do not try to make the Paint cover more than the 
specified number of square feet per gallon. Measure 
your buildings carefully and order enough Paint to 
do the job well. 

To prevent brush marks, work toward the Paint just 
applied, from a dry to a wet surface, lifting the brush 
gently at the end of the stroke. 

Interior Painting 

Inside Flat White "C" and Inside China Gloss Enamel 
White are for inside use only. Either of these Paints 
can be tinted to any light shade by adding coloring matter. 

All colors and tints of our Liquid Rubber Paints are 
for inside use where a medium gloss surface is desired 
that will not collect dirt and can be easily kept clean. 

New plastered walls and plaster board should be given 
a coat of Linseed Varnish Siting or Glue Sizing before 
painting. Painted walls and interior woodwork should 
be washed clean before repainting. 

Thinning — All Inside Paints, Enamel Paints, Floor 
Paints, Auto and Wagon Paints, Stains and Varnishes, 
if too thick to work properly, should be thinned with a 
small percentage of Pure Gum Turpentine. 

Remember — a good article can be spoiled by misuse, 
and the durability of the job will depend upon the 
care taken in preparing the surface and applying the 
Paint.

Be sure that the entire contents of each can or keg 
of Paint are thoroughly stirred before using, and that 
directions given on previous pages for applying Paint 
are carefully followed. 

THE REASON WHY the Best Paint will not stand 
if applied on a surface which contains fro* or moisture 
is that Moisture, locked in the wood by an air-tight 
coat of Paint, will be expanded into vapor by the heat 
of the sun and, in expanding, blister and lift the Paint off. 
Be sure the surface is free from moisture. 

THE REASON WHY a thick, heavy-bodied coat of 
Paint applied directly on a weather-beaten or porous 
surface must necessarily cake, scale and crumble off, 
is that the porous wood, acting as a sponge, absorbs 
all or nearly all the Oil from the Paint, and leaves nothing 
but the Pigment on the surface, without sufficient Oil 
to bind it together. Be sure a thin Oil Priming 
Coat is first applied to such surfaces and so 
avoid this difficulty.

COVERING CAPACITY 

Ingersoll Paints will cover as much surface 
and cover it as well as any Paint on the market. 

On the average, the most surface any good Paint 
covers, without the addition of Oil, is 200 square 
feet to the gallon — two coats. 



How to Estimate Quantity of Paint 
Required. 

One gallon covers 200 sq. ft. on ordinary house work 
(dressed timbers), two coats, which is all the surface 
any Paint will cover, unless oil is added. 

For buildings add the number of feet front, rear, and 
both sides together, multiply the totai by the height, and 
divide the result by 200, which will give the number of 
gallons of Body Color required for two coats. 
Ordinarily, one gallon of trimming color will be required 
for every 6 gallons of body color. Seven pairs of full 
size outside shutters will require one gallon to give 
both sides two coats. 

If the wood is new, or dry and porous, an extra 
allowance should be made for first coat, on account of 
soakage. It is always advisable to order at one time the 
full amount required to complete the work.
